Of this amount, a21

maximum of $20,000 may be used to reimburse county superior courts for22

superior court judges temporarily assigned to other counties that are23

experiencing large and sudden surges in criminal filings.24

Reimbursement shall be limited to per diem and travel expenses of25

assigned judges.26

(2) $110,000 of the general fund appropriation is provided solely27

to implement Substitute Senate Bill No. 5753 (judgeship for Cowlitz28

county). If the bill is not enacted by June 30, 1993, the amount29

provided in this subsection shall lapse.30

(3) $6,510,000 of the drug enforcement and education account31

appropriation is provided solely for the continuation of treatment-32

alternatives-to-street-crimes (TASC) programs in Pierce, Snohomish,33

Clark, King, Spokane, and Yakima counties.34

(1) The attorney general shall report each fiscal year on actual17

legal services expenditures and actual attorney and support staffing18

levels for each agency receiving legal services. The report shall be19

submitted to the office of financial management and the fiscal20

committees of the senate and house of representatives no later than21

ninety days after the end of each fiscal year.22

(2) The attorney general shall include, at a minimum, the following23

information with each bill sent to agencies receiving legal services:24

(a) The number of hours and cost of attorney services provided during25

the billing period; (b) the number of hours and cost of support staff26

services provided during the billing period; (c) attorney general27

overhead and central support costs charged to the agency for the28

billing period; (d) direct legal costs, such as filing and docket fees,29

charged to the agency for the billing period; and (e) other costs30

charged to the agency for the billing period. If requested by an31

agency receiving legal services, the attorney general shall provide the32

information required in this subsection by program.33
